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Woodroffe pupil, 15, dies 
in tragic railway incident 


A 15-year-old student from the Woodroffe 
School in Lyme Regis died after being struck by 
a train on the railway line between Axminster 
and Honiton. 

Police confirmed that the body of a 15-year-old boy had 
been found on Friday morning and the school later re¬ 
vealed the teenager’s identity as pupil George Werb, from 
Colyton. 

The school made an announcement to its students on 
Monday with many having to be sent home following the 
distressing news. 

Headteacher at the Woodroffe School, Dr Richard Stew¬ 
ard, released the following statement: “The tragic news 
of the death of one of our students, George Werb, has 
come as a huge shock to the school and we will find the 
next few days very difficult. 

“George was a very able student and extremely hard 
working. He was especially talented in drama both at 
school and with a number of amateur dramatic clubs in 
Colyton. 

“In Year 7, George’s fantastic singing voice won him 
his year group’s talent show and he was a prominent 
member of the school choir. 

“Our thoughts are with George’s family and friends at 
this very sad time.” 

A spokesperson for the British Transport Police (BTP)

said: “Officers from BTP and Devon & Cornwall Police 
attended the railway line near Lexhayne Lane, Axminster, 
on Friday, June 28th after a report of a person being 
struck by a train. 

“Medics from the South Western Ambulance Service 
also attended and located a body of a 15-year-old boy 
from the Colyton area at the scene.” 

The incident took place on the railway line near the now 
disused Seaton Junction station at about 7am. 

The spokesperson added: “The incident, which was re¬ 
ported to BTP at 7.06am, is currently being treated as 
non-suspicious. 

“A file is being prepared for the coroner, who is ex¬ 
pected to open and adjourn an inquest into the boy’s death 
later this week.” 

The line between Axminster and Honiton was closed 
following the incident and South West Trains organised 
a limited number of taxis to convey passengers between 
Honiton and Axminster. 

Passengers were also asked to use existing bus services 
between Axminster and Exeter via Honiton during the 
line closure. 

The train involved was the 6.15am Yeovil Junction - 
Exeter South West Trains service and the line was handed 
back to Network Rail at 8.16am.

Here, Ian talks about future plans and his new role 
as a parish councillor. 


• WHY did you decide to open an hotel? 

I was the senior sous chef at the then five star Royal Bath 
Hotel in Bournemouth. It was part of a very large hotel 
chain but, for me, it was very unsatisfying job. I spent more 
time doing paperwork and sitting in dull meetings than ac¬ 
tually cooking. Also working long hours from early morn¬ 
ing to late at night often six days a week, I was not getting 
a lot of time with Liz and the children and we felt we were 
missing out on the most important part of life, spending 
time together as a family. 

Liz and I had talked about being self-employed previ¬ 
ously but it had kind of gone on the back burner when the 
children were born. We thought that if we were ever going 
to do it, the best time would be when the kids are really 
young before they started school. 

• HOW did you feel to recently be awarded a four-star 
gold AA rating? 

We were delighted! We had re-invested a lot of money in 
the hotel over the winter months so to have achieved not 
just four stars but four gold stars was very satisfying. It was 
the level we were aiming at. 

• WHAT are your future plans for the hotel? 

With the recent refurbishment we now have four large 
suites that can comfortably accommodate up to 11 people. 
We are looking to not only let rooms to visitors to the area 
as before, but to offer a "house party" package where fam¬ 
ilies or groups of friends can take over the whole building 
for a weekend or a week, or even a month, and we not only 
cater for them but will organise bike rides, fishing trips, for¬ 
aging courses, etc. so they can make the most of the really 
rather wonderful area in which we are very fortunate to 
live. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about your job? 

As a chef I do like giving myself freedom in the kitchen. It 
allows seasonality and availability to dictate what I cook 
not what is printed on a fixed unchanging menu. I do like 
to chat with our customers as well. People pass through 
our doors who have done the most remarkable things in 
life and you only get to know their stories by spending time 
with them. 

• HOW did you become involved with Charmouth 
Traders? 



Phil Tritton who runs the Charmouth Stores (Nisa) first sug¬ 
gested the idea five years back that we as a business com¬ 
munity needed to work together to promote what 
Charmouth offers not just to tourists but to locals as well. I 
was happy to get on board. 

• WHY is it important to promote local businesses? 

Many villages nowadays are poorly served if indeed at all, 
for shops, pubs and other services. Charmouth punches 
well above its weight in terms of its facilities for the size of 
its population and has a range of shops, services, accom¬ 
modation, food outlets, etc. of which the village can be jus- 
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tifiably proud. I believe that it is very important that local 
businesses are supported especially in these tough eco¬ 
nomic times because if they close they often don't come 
back. Use it or lose it. 

• WHAT do you hope to achieve now you have been 
elected to Charmouth Parish Council? 

I was very pleased and also somewhat daunted to have 
been elected to the parish council. Personally I would like 
to help promote Charmouth as a destination known for its 
child friendly beach, great transport links, the excellent her¬ 
itage centre and its enviable location at the heart of the 
Jurassic Coast. We are very much a tourist economy in this 
area and Charmouth really has a lot to offer. 

• WHAT do you like about living in Charmouth? 

On the day we moved in we were approached by the 
much-missed Dennis Bearpark as he pushed his lawn- 
mower up the street. He chatted with us for a while, warmly 
welcomed us to the village and wished us the best of luck. 
It made a big impression on us and we were very grateful 
for his welcome at a very stressful time for us. It was echoed 
many times in those first few weeks by many others and 
this reassured us that we had moved into a village with a 
strong friendly community. 

• WHAT are your personal interests? 

I love live music and go to concerts whenever possible 
often with others from that loose assembly known as the 
Charmouth Fat Dads. Three of us did a 12 hour round trip 
to London earlier this month to see the legend that is Neil 
Young at the 02, though it would have been much better 
if he had been on at the Electric Palace! 

• WHERE is your ideal holiday destination? 

I always think it's often about the journey and not always 
the destination. I love to visit places I have never been to 
before. When I worked with P&O I was lucky to have been 
able to travel pretty much all over the world and saw some 
amazing places. I never, however, got to South America, 
though I did see it once in the distance through a porthole 
when we left Curacao and it looked very nice! 

• WHICH three guests would you invite to your dream 
dinner party? 

My Grandad Frank Reynolds who died when I was one year 
old. He was a miner and trade union leader at Easington 
Colliery in the Durham Coalfields who lived through some 
very hard times and was on the frontline in the rise of the 
labour movement. I would love to hear about his life from 
him. Neil Young so he could show me how to nail the guitar 
solo in Cortez the Killer. Brian Clough - my father saw him 
play his last game for Sunderland back in the 1960s and re¬ 
ceive his career ending injury. He was one of football's and 
indeed England's most entertaining and controversial char¬ 
acters throughout the next three decades. I bet he could 
tell some stories!

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New councillor slammed for going to the press 

MEMBERS HIT BACK AFTER JILL NEWTON MAKES CONTROVERSIAL STATEMENT ON GRANTS MEETING 


TOWN councillors have complained of a 
fellow member making “incorrect” and “of¬ 
fensive” comments about them in the local 
press. 

New councillor Jill Newton last week sent 
a statement to the View From Lyme Regis 
about the way in which the annual grants 
meeting, during which the council dished 
out £20,000 to local groups, was handled. 

In particular she commented on how 
Councillor Mark Gage requested that The 
Hub youth club be given its full £3,000 re¬ 
quest before other organisations were con¬ 
sidered, and how Councillor Lucy Campbell 
pushed for LymeNet, where she previously 
worked, to be given £1,909 for new iPads, 
despite being one of the signatories on the 
application. 

Speaking at last week’s full council meet¬ 
ing, which Councillor Newton did not attend 
due to a prior family engagement, Council¬ 
lor Campbell said: “I have questions for 
Councillor Jill Newton and it is a shame she 
is not here tonight. 

“Councillor Newton made an incorrect 
statement and offensive comments about me 
in the local press implying there was some 
wrong-doing on my part at the grants meet¬ 
ing, even though I stated that I had taken ad¬ 
vice from the town clerk and no longer had 
a pecuniary interest in LymeNet. 

“I would like to ask why she thought it was 
appropriate to go to the local paper rather 
than speaking to the town clerk or to myself 
directly? Surely any reasonable person 
would do this.” 

Councillor Campbell then warned other

members that they can never split their roles 
of being a council taxpayer and a councillor, 
as Councillor Newton had emphasised in her 
statement that she was not speaking as a 
councillor. 

The mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, said 
the council would be taking further advice 
on Councillor Newton’s statement. She 
agreed with Councillor Campbell’s final 
point, adding: “I have also been told I can 
never, never stop being a councillor.” 

Councillor Gage then said: “It is a shame 
she is not here tonight, or perhaps rather 
convenient. 

“I would like to ask Councillor Newton if 
she thinks it is acceptable to make accusa¬ 
tions about other councillors in the local 
press before raising them at the meeting she 
refers to or to the face of those councillors? 

“She was also very critical of how the 
meeting was carried out. Can I ask if Coun¬ 
cillor Newton has ever attended a grants 
meeting before or if she is speaking from no 
experience? 

“Did Councillor Newton have help from 
an editor in compiling her statement? 

“Councillor Newton refers to the Nolan 
Principles that councillors should follow. 
The Code of Conduct also says councillors 
should treat other councillors with respect.” 

■ View From Lyme Regis editor Philip 
Evans writes: “Mark Gage asked whether I 


had helped Councillor Newton to compile 
her statement. The answer to that is an un¬ 
equivocal ‘no’. 

“I had no prior knowledge that the letter 
was being written or played any part in as¬ 
sisting with writing it. The wording was en¬ 
tirely that of Councillor Newton. 

“I did visit Councillor Newton at her home 
on the Sunday morning to give her the op¬ 
portunity of withdrawing the letter because 
of its controversial nature, warning her to 
expect a strong response from councillors 
Gage and Lucy Campbell. Councillor New¬ 
ton said she was expecting such a response 
and asked me to proceed with its publica¬ 
tion. 

“It has also been suggested that I am trying 
to undermine the council because I intend to 
seek election to the council. That’s also non¬ 
sense -1 have no ambitions or intention of 
attempting to going back on the council at 
any time in the future.” 

“A further allegation has ben made that the 
View From Lyme Regis only reports on the 
bad news. We refute that most strongly. Un¬ 
like other local newspapers, we send a re¬ 
porter to virtually every local event and our 
columns are packed every week with com¬ 
munity news. 

“We also play a vital part in supporting and 
helping to organise local events, including 
meeting the biggest part of the costs for the 
Union Jacks that were erected in the town 
centre at the weekend for Armed Forces 
Day. 

“Our record for support of local events is 
second to none.” 


Town clerk questioned on qualifications 


ARGUMENT was caused in the council chamber last week when a 
town councillor asked if the recently-appointed town clerk had re¬ 
ceived all his necessary qualifications. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis asked if new town clerk John Wright, 
who took on the role at the end of March following the retirement 
of long-standing clerk Mike Lewis, had received his qualifications 
yet. 

Councillor Mark Gage argued that it was not appropriate for Coun¬ 
cillor Ellis to ask about issues relating to staff in an open forum. 

However, the town clerk said he did not mind answering and ad¬ 
mitted he had not yet received his qualifications, adding: “It’s been 
an incredibly busy time for the council recently. I am in a new job, 
someone new has taken on my previous post of deputy town clerk 
and we had two staff resignations in April, which was not part of the 
plan. 


“I have made no further progress on my qualifications. They are 
three-quarters complete and I will finish them when I get a break.” 

Councillor Lucy Campbell then argued: “Whether the town clerk 
is happy enough to answer that question or not, I really object to 
this being dealt with in an open forum and I think the implication 
behind the question is inappropriate.” 

Councillor Ellis replied: “I was asking a question that I have asked 
before. Because there has been no Human Resources Sub-Commit¬ 
tee meeting recently I just wanted to know, there was no implication 
behind it.” 

Councillor Terry O’Grady said: “With everything that’s been going 
on recently our officers are doing a sterling job.” 

Councillor Owen Lovell replied: 

“There’s more of them now so they 
should be.” 


JILL NEWTON 
RESPONDSTO 
COUNCILLORS' 
COMMENTS: 

• With regard to Lucy Campbell, my 
comments were accurate and entirely 
factual. I can't see how Councillor 
Campbell can be offended by an accu¬ 
rate reporting of a) that she was press¬ 
ing for support for LymeNet's 
application and b) that her signature 
was on the application. 

• Concerning my decision to go to 
the press rather than raise matters 
with councillors, I spoke to the town 
clerk in person (Friday 21 st) about my 
concerns and we also exchanged 
emails, as I did with the mayor. This 
was before I wrote to the newspaper. 

• Reference was made by Council¬ 
lor Gage about the "convenience" of 
my non-attendance at the meeting. 
As I told the town clerk days before the 
full council meeting, I was sending my 
apologies for not attending as I was 
committed to an earlier engagement, 
made in February, to proudly attend 
my son's university graduation. 
Whether one can never stop being a 
councillor is debatable, but I do be¬ 
lieve that one never stops being a 
mother. 

• Councillor Gage asked if it was 
acceptable for me to go to the press 
before discussing the matter with 
my colleagues. I spoke to the town 
clerk and we exchanged emails, as I 
did with the mayor. I have no problem 
with facing anybody and would have 
done had I not been at my son's grad¬ 
uation. I raised the matters that Coun¬ 
cillor Campbell considers accusations 
in the press because I felt, and con¬ 



tinue to feel, that the behaviour of 
which I complained deserved to be 
brought to the widest attention of 
those to whom I owe my greatest alle¬ 
giance, the electorate of this town. As 
a councillor, my primary duty is to the 
electorate not to fellow councillors. 

• As to my experience of grants 
meetings, I have no experience of at¬ 
tending such meetings and wasn't 
aware, as Councillor Gage suggests, 
that councillors behave in any way dif¬ 
ferently to a full council meeting. How¬ 
ever, I do have the common sense to 
know that if it is usual to conduct 
meetings of spending our electors' 
money in this way then, simply, it is a 
wrong way to behave. 

• Councillor Gage intimated that 
the editor of this newspaper helped 
me write the letter. No, he did not. 
I've spent 20 years in journalism as a 
writer and editor and I can manage to 
express my outrage on my own. 

• With regard to Councillor Gage's 
reference to the Code of Conduct, I re¬ 
spect anyone who has been elected to 
represent the people of Lyme. How¬ 
ever, the Nolan Principles do not dic¬ 
tate that I should respect those whose 
behaviour does not deserve respect.

Are documents kept secret, asks councillor? 

A TOWN councillor has questioned whether docu¬ 
ments containing legal advice on the scaffolding 
erected on Marine Parade, Lyme Regis, are being 
withheld from the public and councillors. 

The scaffolding was erected earlier this year for ex¬ 
tensive refurbishment work to 4 Marine Parade with¬ 
out the town council's permission, despite Marine 
Parade being the responsibility of the town council. 

Councillors have previously been told that Dorset 
County Council, which owns the lower level Cart 
Road that the scaffolding also affects, gave permis¬ 
sion for it to be set up until November. 

Town clerk John Wright is now waiting to hear 
from the county's legal department on their inter¬ 
pretation of the tripartite agreement, signed by the 
town, district and county councils, outlining which 
parts of the seafront each authority is responsible 


for. 

Mr Wright emphasised that he was not trying to 
keep any documents secret and if Councillor 
Symonds requested them they would be sent to him 
immediately. 

He added that he was dealing with a "very sensitive 
subject"and by discussing the documents they were 
raising the profile of it again. 

Councillor Mark Gage said: "No document is kept 
a secret. I don't expect to see every piece of paper¬ 
work that our officers look at." 

The mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, added:"lt's an 
ongoing legal matter. I'm quite happy to wait until 
there's a proper full response from Dorset County 
Council and then councillors can decide how to 
move forward."

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Council criticised over civic pride 


A FORMER town councillor and mayor has 
complained of the “lack of civic pride” shown 
by current members of Lyme Regis Town 
Council, referring to the poor turnout at the 
annual civic church service and parade earlier 
this month, and the mayor-making ceremony 
in May. 

Addressing the mayor in the public forum 
at last week’s full council meeting, Stan 
Williams said: “Your Worship, I come here 
tonight in despair. Last month I complained 
about the lack of civic pride in this council. I 
had to wait until tonight to respond as, al¬ 
though you allow others to respond, I know 
there is no hope for me. 

“You said ‘things move on’ - the whole 
point of our ancient civic pride and traditions 
is that they continue. This council has no re¬ 
spect of our history. 

“It seems that only the local natives of 
Lyme like to see a proper church parade, 
where the mayor and councillors take the 
salute, not just a shambolic ramble up Church 
Street. As a boy scout, it was the highlight of 
our year to be inspected by the Mayor of 
Lyme Regis.” 

Speaking at the recent full council meeting 
at which local grants were discussed, Mr

Williams continued: “Then we come to last 
Wednesday’s full council meeting. I cringed 
to see you sat so low down, not in the tradi¬ 
tional mayor’s seat nor the senior councillors 
sat on the top bench as has been resolved. 

“Then of course, the ultimate downgrade, 
where it is traditional that you and councillors 
stand to speak. The point of this is the proce¬ 
dure that, when you rise, the councillor sits 
down. Without this, it makes a farce of the 
rule.” 

The mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, said 
the point of the meeting was “to deal with the 
business in hand”, adding: “I disagree with 
you but it was not the right way to deal with 
the meeting”. 

Councillor Holman pointed out that the 
grants meeting used to be held in the Wood- 
mead Halls so all members had enough space 
to spread out the large number of documents 
that are dealt with. 

This year, she said the idea was for council¬ 
lors to move around the council chamber 


where they could see the screen which all 
grant requests were displayed on. 

She added: “In the end, councillors chose 
not to move and we did not have enough 
space. It should have been in the Woodmead 
Halls where there is more space.” 

Speaking as chairman of the Woodmead 
Halls, Mr Williams continued to complain 
that his grant application for £20,000 towards 
the £30,000 cost of an extension was not con¬ 
sidered. 

He said: “As chairman of the Woodmead 
Halls Management Committee I properly 
filled in a grant application with a covering 
letter asking for clarification of certain points. 

“My grant was not mentioned and, as chair¬ 
man, you did not consider my letter. This is a 
considerable insult, not only to me, but to 
every organisations in Lyme Regis, as it is 
them, not I, who own the halls. 

“Can you please tell me when I am going to 
get an answer and my grant?” 

The deputy town clerk, Mark Tredwin, ex¬ 
plained that the application was not deemed 
acceptable as it was over the £3,000 request 
limit that councillors had agreed upon in a 
new policy for handling grants. 


Councillor questions motives for cheap clock repaint 


A FORMER Mayor of Lyme Regis has ques¬ 
tioned town councillors'motives in choos¬ 
ing the cheapest option possible to repaint 
his name, and the name of a former town 
clerk, on the Millenium Clock. 

Following some dispute over whether 
money should be spent on repainting 
Councillor Owen Lovell and former clerk 
Mike Lewis' names in gold on the clock at 
Cobb Gate, councillors settled on spending 


£40 plus VAT - the cheapest of three op¬ 
tions - on gold coloured vinyl. 

Speaking at last week's full council meet¬ 
ing, Councillor Lovell asked: "Is this to save 
the council money or to deride what peo¬ 
ple have done in the past?" 

Councillor Chris Clipson explained that 
members felt it was the best out of three 
options for repainting. 

Councillor Lovell added:"The clock going 


up in the first place, which I was against by 
the way, was a result of a small working 
group led by Spencer Hogg. 

"I think it's very reprehensible that many 
councillors are now trying to kick the 
trough at every chance they get.

LYME Regis was awash with red, white and blue as the 
town celebrated Armed Forces Day on Saturday. 

A parade, organised by Lyme Regis Town Council, was 
led from Gun Cliff Walk to the Marine Parade shelters 
for a special ceremony to update the Freedom of the 
Town to The Rifles, formerly the Devon and Dorset Reg¬ 
iment. 

Leading the procession were members of the Royal 
British Legion Lyme Regis Branch and the Woodroffe 
School’s Combined Cadet Force. They were followed by 
the civic party, including the Mayor, Councillor Sally 
Holman, Mayoress Jane Whittington, macebearers Derek 
Hallett and Colin Barker, town clerk John Wright, town 
crier Alan Vian, town councillors and past mayors, plus 
special guests from The Rifles, Colonel Doran, Lieu¬ 
tenant Colonel Edwards and Lieutenant Colonel Nicholls. 

On arriving at the shelters, the procession was greeted 
by music from Lyme Regis Town Band and The Rifles’ 
Salamanca Band. 

The crowd was welcomed by the town crier who also 
introduced the mayor, who thanked those taking part in 
the procession and said how appropriate it was that the 
ceremony was taking place under the clock dedicated to 
those who lost their lives in the Second World War. 

She added: “The town’s enthusiasm for Armed Forces 
Day is evident: you will see many Union Flags displayed 
in Broad Street and along Marine Parade. 

“Men of Lyme served with distinction for almost three 
centuries with the Dorset Regiment. Lyme Regis was the 
first town to grant the Freedom to them immediately after 
WWII. On the amalgamation of the Dorsets and Devons, 
the new regiment was granted the Freedom in 1976, and 
their successors, The Rifles, have since accepted that 
Freedom, extended in 2006. 

“We are very proud of the reputation being forged by 
our new Regiment under the most demanding conditions, 
particularly in Afghanistan, while recognising that this 
has not been without cost. 

“The Freedom is given by the citizens of the town to 
the Regiment which serves them with our heartfelt grat¬ 
itude for the incredibly challenging and dangerous job 
you do on our behalf.”

The meeting, which will be held in the conference 
room of the police station off Hill Road at 2pm, follows 
the police team's efforts in promoting the recent Na¬ 
tional Homewatch Week. 

PCSO Luke White said: "This is an ideal opportunity 
for people to come along and find out about Home¬ 
watch and speak with police and other residents with 
a view to starting up new Homewatch groups within 
Lyme Regis and the surrounding villages. 

"We have this week been visiting various locations 
around the area dispensing information about Home¬ 
watch and hopefully this will have encouraged them to 
attend this meeting to increase the Homewatch cover¬ 
age in our area, helping to cut crime and make the area 
safer." 

Lifeboat Week'chuggers' banned 

CHARITY workers asking residents and visitors to Lyme 
Regis to sign up for donations to the RNLI will not be 
permitted during Lifeboat Week. 

Town councillors have complained about "charity 
muggers", nicknamed "chuggers", from out of town who 
have had a presence on Marine Parade over the past 
few years, asking passers-by to sign up to the charity. 

It was agreed that the council would refuse the RNLI 
permission to employ chuggers in the town during 
Lifeboat Week 2013. 

Talk on prevention of torture 

SINCE 2001, the topic of torture has been constantly in 
the news. 

Professor Malcolm Evans OBE, of Bristol University, 
will give a talk on the prevention of torture on Monday, 
July 15th hosted by the Lyme Regis branch of Amnesty 
International. 

Professor Evans is chairman of the United Nations 
Sub-Committee for the prevention of torture, and 
amember of the UK Foreign Secretary's Advisory Group 
on Human Rights. 

The event will start at 5.30pm at Halletts Court, 
Queen's Walk. Admission and parking is free, all wel¬ 
come. 



A BADLY injured man was rescued on Sun¬ 
day evening in a joint operation by Lyme 
Regis lifeboat crew Lyme Regis Coast¬ 
guards. 

The 65-year-old man is believed to have 
sustained leg and head injuries while walk¬ 
ing with his wife on the beach near Black 
Ven, west of Charmouth. 

Coastguards, who were already helping 
the injured man, requested the assistance 
of the lifeboat crew to get the man off the 
beach and had to carry him some 300 me¬ 
tres to an area where the RNLI team could 
"beach" the boat. 

The lifeboat crew took the vessel close to 
the shore, and the coastguards carried the 
casualty on a stretcher - waist high in 
water - to the lifeboat (pictured above). 

The operation started at about 5pm and 
ended some two and a half hours later 
when the lifeboat returned to Lyme Regis 
harbour with the injured man aboard. 

He was then transferred to a waiting am¬ 
bulance and taken to hospital. 

• THE lifeboat crew were launched again 
on Monday night after coastguards re¬ 
ported concerns for the welfare of an 84- 
year-old lone sailor. 

The man had reportedly been separated 
from a flotilla and was sailing his 23-feet 
yacht from Poole. 


The lifeboat found the yacht two miles 
south of Charton Bay, and four miles from 
Lyme Regis. 

After discussions with the owner, Roy 
Williams (pictured below), from Por- 
tishead, lifeboat crew member Andrew 
Rice boarded the yacht and sailed the ves¬ 
sel into Lyme Regis with Mr Williams, 
under escort from the lifeboat. 

Mr Rice said: "Mr Williams seemed re¬ 
lieved to see us and was pleased that we 
escorted him to the safety of Lyme Regis 
harbour." 

The lifeboat was launched at 6.58pm and 
returned to Lyme Regis harbour two hours 
later.

Councillor Newton's comments'offensive' 


■ I AM writing in response to Councillor Jill Newton’s let¬ 
ter published last week (June 26th) under “Is this democ¬ 
racy?” to correct some of her comments. 

I attempted to raise this with her at our last council meet¬ 
ing but unfortunately she didn’t attend. 

I found her letter offensive in that it implied wrong doing 
on my part regarding the allocation of council grants to 
local organisations. As some may know, I have recently left 
my job at LymeNet to focus on being a full-time 
jeweller. At the beginning of the grants meeting I made a 
statement to clarify that due to no longer being a LymeNet 
employee, I had no pecuniary interest in their grant appli¬ 
cation. I also explained that the town clerk and I had taken 
advice which confirmed that this was correct and that I 
could take part in the decision-making. 


In her letter, Councillor Newton said that I “pressed for 
LymeNet to be allowed to spend £1,909”. I don’t know how 
I could have possibly done this, when I didn’t even speak 
on the LymeNet application, nor did I propose or second it. 

I can’t understand why she would say this; if she had any 
concerns she should have raised them at the meeting or 
come and speak to me - neither of which she chose to do. 
Surely any reasonable person would have afforded me this 
courtesy before dashing to the papers to make a slur against 
my name. 

As for the meeting being a “disgrace to democracy”, 
every councillor had the opportunity to talk, propose and 
vote - what is this, if not democratic?

■ IT was heartening to read in the View From Lyme Regis 
(June 19th) that the town council's works supervisor, El¬ 
liott Herbert, and gardening enthusiasts from the Univer¬ 
sity of the Third Age have built up a good working 
relationship and that the public gardens are going to be 
spruced up. 

The gardens, Lister and Langmoor, are for the benefit 
and enjoyment of the town's residents and visitors. It is 
worth mentioning that the Lister Gardens, formerly Cliff 
House with its 4.1 acres of garden, was acquired by the 
former Lyme Regis Borough Council in the mid 1960s by 
way of a compulsory purchase order for the sole use and 
enjoyment of the residents of Lyme Regis. 

Sadly, when the boundary fencing to the gardens was 
replaced after the town's major stabilisation works some

However, the fencing to 
the western boundary of Lister Gardens has yet to be cor¬ 
rected. 

Hopefully, during the proposed sprucing up the final 
correct position of the boundary fencing will be carried 
out and the town's residents and visitors will finally again 
have the use of all the gardens.

WITH the weather looking good for the weekend 
what better way to spend Saturday night than en¬ 
joying a picnic and a night of open-air theatre in 
Dorchester's Maumbury Rings...

Georgia's spell-binding story 
telling and fiery 
Italian/Uruguayan roots to¬ 
gether with Nigel's deep 
blues groove and soulful ac¬ 
companiment make for a 
fantastic evening's entertain¬ 
ment for all ages and musical tastes. 

Mancio's music is an intriguing reflection of her Anglo-Latino background: predom¬ 
inantly a jazz standards singer born and raised in the UK, her musical lineage goes 
back first to her Italian grandparents (an opera singer and concert pianist) and then 
to her Uruguayan great-grandmother, also a pianist. It is no surprise then to hear the 
breadth of material covered in one of her shows (from Rodgers and Hart to David 
Bowie, the Beatles and Tom Waits, as well as Brazilian samba, Chilean folk and Italian 
pop) or the ease with which she switches from English to Italian to Spanish to Brazil¬ 
ian Portuguese. And indeed it is her affinity with language and languages that has 
been key to her beautifully crafted work as a lyricist on compositions by Pat Metheny, 
Chick Corea and Horace Silver. 

Guitarist Nigel Price is an astonishing presence on the current UK jazz scene with 
that rare ability to both groove with fiery, flowing bebop lines and deep blues and 
yet also provide the most sensitive and melodic of accompaniment.

FOR over a decade Hancock's Half Hour had been one of the 
most enjoyed BBC comedy programmes ever produced, 
rivalling the popularity of The Goon Shows. Written by 
Ray Galton and Alan Simpson (who would later pen 
Steptoe and Son), Hancock's Half Hour became one 
of the few shows to migrate successfully from radio 
to television. Almost overnight Tony Hancock and 
his erstwhile sidekick (a pre Carry On) Sid James 
became two of the most recognisable entertainers 
of their generation. 

In the shows, Tony Hancock was the epit- 
omy of self-delusion. Eternally con¬ 
vinced that he was smarter than 
everyone else he would repeat¬ 
edly suffer mishap after mishap 



to hilarious effect. Some of the best-loved portrayals were 
of course -The Blood Donor,The Radio Ham, The Cold, The 
East Cheam Repertory Company and The Cruise. 

And now, over fifty years since they were first per¬ 
formed and bringing back to life the comic genius 
is lain Barton as he presents, with a full supporting 
cast, some of the best Galton and Simpson 
sketches of Hancock's career. This 90 minute show 
illustrates beyond doubt that some comedy is 
simply timeless.

A 
Countryman loses up to £17,000, while 
even the closest priced equivalents to the 
Renault, typically lose anywhere between 
£11,000 and £14,000 over the same pe¬ 
riod. Captur by contrast, is forecast to lose 
a considerable £4,000 to £6,000 less. 

Emphasising the new model's inherent 


desirability, the likely best-seller, Dy- 
namique MediaNav dCi 90 is forecast to 
retain 42% over the same period. 

The picture is much the same with the 
petrol-engined versions. Mind you, the 
expected best-seller, 0.9 TCe 90 three- 
cylinder turbo, is state-of-the-art. On 
entry-level Expression a sizeable 41% is 
predicted to be the norm. 

Commenting on the latest Renault to 
continue the marque's continued upward 
trend, UK Managing Director, Ken 
Ramirez, said, "The eagerly anticipated 
and completely new Renault Captur will 


soon be in our showrooms throughout 
the country; expanding our brand's pres¬ 
ence into the rapidly expanding compact 
crossover class.

Simkin buoyed by pre-season start as Moore move looms 


AFTER a summer of speculation following the 
move to a Community Trust, Dorchester Town 
returned to a promising pre-season training 
last Thursday. 

Manager Phil Simkin, himself refreshed fol¬ 
lowing a holiday, said:"We had an awful lot of 
players turn up, some looking for trials which 
included one or two surprising ones, but of 
course it's whether we can afford them. 

"Stuart (Heath) has done a lot of work organ¬ 
ising things whilst I have been away, and I re¬ 
turn a lot more optimistic that I thought I 
would do." 

The drastic reduction to the playing budget 


has seen five players exit the Avenue Stadium 
since the end of the Magpies most successful 
season in their history, the most significant 
being midfield maestro Ashley Nicholls. 

The county town boss and his assistant Stu¬ 
art Heath are currently in talks with Nick Crit¬ 
tenden and Jake Smeeton, the two remaining 
members of last season's squad to sign new 
contracts, and whilst both want to stay, the 
lack of budget is making it difficult. 

Simkin said:"They want to stay but I can only 
offer them a certain amount at this moment 
in time, but I'm hopeful they will sign." 

One source of additional income for the club 


is the anticipated move of Keiffer Moore to a 
league club. 

Simkin was responsible for signing Moore 
from Truro City in February, and the 19-year- 
old striker has proved the manager's judge¬ 
ment right by adding seven goals to the 13 he 
had already with the Tinmen, making it 20 for 
the season. 

His potential has alerted a number of clubs 
including Charlton Athletic with whom he has 
already had a week's trial and been invited 
back for another, and newly promoted Cham¬ 
pionship side Yeovil Town with whom he 


trained last week when they resumed pre-sea- 
son. 

Simkin, who is resigned to losing the 6'4" 
Moore, said: "I told Charlton a price for him 
when he went on trial, and they haven't been 
fazed as they have invited him back for an¬ 
other look. 

"He's probably the biggest asset we have 
ever had at the club, and I've put in a lot of 
work to get him here. 

"The move has to be the right one for the 
lad, but at the same time I don't want him 
walking out of here for next to nothing." 

On the signing of new goalkeeper Tim 


Sandercombe, Simkin said: "We've got an ex¬ 
cellent goalkeeper, which is essential and the 
basis of a solid team. 

"Jason (Matthews) was excellent and a great 
lad, but these things happen, and we've 
signed a really good replacement. 

"Danny Green's return is a real boost, and I 
bet he will be the next one to earn us money; 
he has such potential." 

In the meantime sports therapist Damion 
Marston, who has been a big help along with 
Exeter City's physio department in Green's re¬ 
covery to fitness, has signed a new deal that 
keeps him with the club until next summer.

LYME Regis Sailing Club will be hosting the 2013 UK 
Wildwind Laser Masters National Championships 
from Friday, July 12th to Sunday, July 14th.

Lyme is a very attractive venue for major sailing 
championships, and it is thanks to good co-opera¬ 
tion from West Dorset District Council - via the har¬ 
bour master and staff - that the club is able to run 
such events.
